

Special council 
meeting held 


Public water slide discussion held In 
council chambers

Gayle Veno, Chair of the Corpo¬ 
rate Services Committee brought 
the committee meeting to order as 
scheduled at 12 noon on November 
12 . 

The gallery, customarily empty 
was filled to standing room only 
capacity. 

Veno opened the floor to all those 
who wished to speak to a recommen¬ 
dation proposing the Corporate Serv¬ 
ices Committee recommend ap¬ 
proval of the waterslide project to 
town council waterslide project. 

Numerous concerns were voiced 
by gallery members and it was de¬ 
cided to table the recommendation 
and call a special council meeting 
that would be open to the public on 
November 18. 

Ken Luck read out financial de¬ 
tails on proposed funding and "con¬ 
servative estimates" on user-pay, 
private rentals, general revenue in¬ 
creases induced by introducing the 
water slide. 

At this meeting gallery members 
were once again allowed to voice 
concerns and opinions. 

Curley Boyda, representing a 
group of "Westhill senior citizens 
was the first to speak up. 

" They have delegated me to tell 
you they do not want their recrea¬ 
tion grants nor do they want any 
other access to existing money spent 
by council towards this slide. They 
feel [old pool lot funds] should be put 
back into town coffers." 

George Anderson prefaced his 
remarks by saying he supported the 
waterslide project. 

"What's going to happen to our 
revenue base when Olds builds their 
pool?' he asked. He questioned some 
funding details and expressed con¬ 
cern that extra personnel would be 
required to police unauthorized us¬ 
age of the slide by swimmers who 
hadn't paid for slide use wristbands. 

Several parents addressed the 
chair. Most wanted to know what 


had caused council to table the mat¬ 
ter days before installation of the 
waterslide was to have begun. 

'Why, all of a sudden, has [the 
waterslide installation! been 
stopped?' questioned Cindy Gruber. 

Counsellor Moore-Anderson said 
she supported the plan, but her re¬ 
search indicated the original plans 
called for the Build Our Pool Society 
to be the fundraising group. 

Coun. Dolha said BOP no longer 
existed and that council had basi¬ 
cally taken over where BOP left off. 

‘We looked at this waterslide from 
a point of view of economics,” Evan 
Parliament said, responding to a 
request by the Review for back¬ 
ground information during a No¬ 
vember 15 interview. 

“Administration is requesting 
that council approve installation of 
the waterslide for two main reasons. 
One, it solidifies our position as basi¬ 
cally havingt/ie aquatic centre in the 
County of Mountain View. Twenty 
thousand people live in this county 
and we have the only aquatic centre. 
Secondly, the waterslide itself is an 
amenity, plain and simple. It’s an 
amenity in a leisure centre that de¬ 
rives revenue. 

“The waterslide will be instituted 
under a user-pay system; taxpayers 
will not have to subsidize it - the 
users will pay for it.” 

Parliament said money derived 
from the sale of lots at the old pool 
site would be replenished by 
waterslide revenue. 

“Yes, we could wait and install 
the waterslide next year, we are not 
disputing that,” Parliament said. 
“We could keep those reserve dollars 
and continue to make 3.5 per cent. 
We’re not recommending this be¬ 
cause we’re short of funds, but be¬ 
cause it makes good business sense. 
We anticipate those reserves will be 
replaced in less than two years. We 
will continue to assess the fee for the 
waterslide and reduce the overall

charged in $146,000 traud case 


"They have been released by a Justice of the 
Peace under their own undertaking with certain 
conditions- the main one being that they stay 
within the jurisdiction," said Olds RCMP Sgt. 
Dave Lee. 

"The female was arrested first and released un¬ 
der her own undertaking and then the male came in 
a day or two later and turned himself in," Lee said. 

The maximum sentence a judge could impose 
individually on each of the four charges if treated as 
indictable offences, would be imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding ten years. 

The court date for first appearance for the ac¬ 
cused has been set for Wednesday, December 4, 
1996, at 10 a.m. at the Didsbury Provincial Court¬ 
house. 


Acting on a complaint from personnel from Olds 
College, Olds RCMP launched a criminal investiga¬ 
tion into allegations of fraudulent conduct by the 
executive director of a contracted fund-raising com¬ 
pany. 

Olds RCMP issued a news release Friday stating 
that Olds College Foundation director Patricia 
Michelle McLennan, 40, and Douglas Charles 
McLennan, 40, have both been charged with two 
identical criminal charges. 

In both cases, the suspects were charged with 
"False Pretence of a value exceeding $5,000", and 
"Theft Over $5,000". 

The incident is believed to have occurred some¬ 
time between June 1,1996 and November 12,1996, 
and involves a sum of approximately $146,000.

operating cost of the pool.” 

Parliament said the land was origi¬ 
nally acquired through a land swap 
with the County of Mountain View. 
As town land it was not taxed, thus 
taxpayers were not affected. The 
CFEP grant was generated from lot¬ 
tery dollars, not tax rolls. 

“There are absolutely no tax dol¬ 
lars going into this waterslide,” Par¬ 
liament said. “Taxes will not be raised 
for this project.” 

Estimated revenue amounts 
released under "proposed 
waterslide revenue plan" read 
as follows: 

Current tallies of the annual use 
of the aquatic centre = 78,000 users 
(Annual Waterslide user estimates 
(at 10 per cent)= 7,800. Using$1.50 
as the proposed waterslide user fee 
(7,800multipliedby$1.50 =$11,700 
per year. 

Current annual tallies of private 
renters = 15,741. Estimated private 
renters electing to use the water 
slide (75 percent) = 11,806. Using 65 
cents per private user (11,806 multi¬ 
plied by 65 cents) = $19,374. 

Anticipated increase in overall 
aquatic centre usage (Projected 1996 
general admission revenue = 
$64,000; Projected 1996 private 
rental = $15,000. A 10 percent in¬ 
crease in the above to numbers= 
$7,900. 

Luck explained that while actual 
or projected numbers are derived 
from DAC , the percentages were 
arrived at after analysing the mar¬ 
kets of Alberta pools equipped with 
similar slides (Black Gold Recrea¬ 
tion Centre in Leduc, Camrose 
Aquatic Centre and Drumheller 
Aquatic Centre. 

Current figures on Actual and 


Projected funding to support the 
purchase and installation of the 
Waterslide were also passed to gal¬ 
lery members. 

Actual figures as at November 
18, 1996: "CFEP grant = $75,000, 
Individual donations BOP and step 
and slide funds = $34,753, Corpo¬ 
rate Donations = $250. Arena Boards 
Reserve (SaleofPool Lots) = $13,146 
old pool site lots= $19,454. The ac¬ 
tual total = $142,603. Projected fig¬ 
ures- CFEP grant = $75,000 Indi¬ 
vidual donations (BOP and step and 
slide = $42,500, Corporate Dona¬ 
tions = $2,750, Arena Boards Re¬ 
serve = $13,146 and Reserve (Sale of 
poollots) = $19,454. Projected total= 
$152,850. 

Cost and expenditures covering 
the new slide installation match that 
total ($152,850). 

The recommendation was split 
into two segments prior to vot¬ 
ing. 

It was recommended that 
council "allocate $75,000 from 
CFEP grant funds" to go toward 
the slide installation. This was 
passed. 

The second recommendation was 
that council grant approval to utilize 
monies from the Recreation Im¬ 
provement Reserve account, the 
Arena Board Advertising account 
and the Waterslide Reserve account, 
with a notation that the Recreation 
Improvements and Arena Board 
Advertising Reserve account be re¬ 
plenished. 

This was passed by council. 

An installation date was not an¬ 
nounced by council but the two 
months mentioned as most feasible 
for work to begin were January, 
1997 or November, 1997.

WCB endorses smoke-free workplace 


ASH (Action on Smoking and 
Health), is calling the Alberta 
Workers Compensation Board's 
acceptance of secondhand smoke 
claims a mqjor victory for Alberta 
taxpayers who have been footing 
the bill for the costs of medical 
treatment and disability result¬ 
ing from smoking in the 
workplace. 

As an employer-funded body, 
the Workers Compensation Board 
does not rely upon taxpayers’ sup¬ 
port for the costs of treatment or 
time off resulting from occupa¬ 
tional illness. The WCB provides 
full coverage to employers for on- 
the-job illness and injuiy. These 
costs are recovered through WCB 
premiums paid exclusively by 


employers. 

"Employers who allow smok¬ 
ing in the workplace should be 
held liable for resulting medi¬ 
cal costs and taxpayers should 
not be forced to foot the bill" 
said Dr. Roger Hodkinson, hon¬ 
orary chairman. "The WCB's ac¬ 
ceptance of these claims will 
relieve taxpayers of this unnec¬ 
essary burden" Hodkinson 
added. "Employers who wish to 
avoid increased WCB premiums 
should consider providing a 
smoke-free workplace for their 
employees." 

ASH acknowledges that some 
sectors will be more affected by 
the WCB decision than other sec¬ 
tors. However ASH contends that 


businesses must assume respon¬ 
sibility for workplace hazards and 
should not rely on taxpayers to 
offset their liability. The health 
group feels that WCB premiums 
can be justified as the cost of do¬ 
ing business. 

The Alberta government re¬ 
cently passed legislation that al¬ 
lows Alberta Health to recover 
the costs of medical treatment for 
illness or injury resulting from a 
negligent third party. The WCB 
decision is consistent with this 
legislation by redirecting the li¬ 
ability for the medical costs asso¬ 
ciated with smoking in the 
workplace to the responsible 
party. 

The annual costs of smoking 


in the workplace have been esti¬ 
mated to amount to hundreds 
of dollars per employee in in¬ 
creased sick leave and absen¬ 
teeism, medical treatment and 
disability, reduced productiv¬ 
ity, increased cleaning costs 
and property damage. Much of 
these costs have been picked 
up by the taxpayer through 
publicly-funded health care 
and disability programs. 

ASH believes that employers 
who provide a smoke-free 
workplace should be rewarded 
with reduced WCB premiums. 
The health group will be provid¬ 
ing specific recommendations to 
the WCB to establish incentives 
for smoke-free employers. The 


Alberta Workers Compensation 
Board is currently exploring the 
development of an incentive pro¬ 
gram called Partners in Injury 
Reduction for employers who pro¬ 
vide safe and healthy worksites. 
About 20 per cent of Alberta 
worksites are completely smoke- 
free, and another 50 per cent have 
some form of smoki ng restrictions 
in place. 

ASH has set up a toll-free 
hotline (1-800-905-5210) to 
assist affected workers and has 
posted claimant procedures on 
its website (www.ccinet.ab.ca/ 
ash). The group has already 
fielded dozens of requests 
since the WCB decision was 
announced. 


Operating 
standards set for 


seniors lodges 


Operating standards for lodges 
jointly developed by Alberta Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs and the Alberta 
Senior Citizens' Housing Asso¬ 
ciation (ASCHA), were approved 
by the ASCHA Board of Directors 
and the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, Honorable TomThurber. 
The actual reviews for ASCHA 
member lodges who are publicly 
funded began on October 1, 
1996. 

The purpose of the initiative is 
to provide operating standards for 
the operation of senior citizens 
lodges in Alberta. These are meas¬ 
urable standards, intended to 
ensure the health, safety and well¬ 
being of the residents and staff. 

Social housing, including 
lodges are governed by the Al¬ 
berta Housing Act, and several 


other pieces of provincial legisla¬ 
tion covering health, safety and 
general welfare. The standards 
were developed over the past year 
to address areas and processes 
not covered by existing legisla¬ 
tion. Operating standards are now 
established for: 

• residential services and sup¬ 
ports — facility services, including 
housing, meals, laundry, house¬ 
keeping, as well as routine and 
preventative maintenance. 

• personal services and sup¬ 
ports - promoting overall well¬ 
being of residents through serv¬ 
ice coordination, life enrichment 
and social supports. 

• administrative services and 
supports — promoting staff educa¬ 
tion, orientation to seniors issues 
and workplace safety.

I realize the first heavy snowfall of 
the season generates considerable in¬ 
convenience. It plays havoc with plans 
made long before travel’s suddenly 
rendered ill-advised and potentially 
dangerous. 

Parents find themselves scram¬ 
bling to cover arrangements for un¬

The Canada Pension Plan - a taxing problem

Most Canadians know little 
about the Canada Pension Plan 
(CPP). We may glance at our 
paycheques and notice the bite 
that CPP premiums take, but 
we rarely stop to think about 
what return we're getting on 
this "investment". 

All that is about to change. 
Canadians may soon be waking 
up to what would be the single 
largest tax increase in the coun¬ 
try's history, a $10 billion ex¬ 
plosion in annual CPP premi¬ 
ums. 

Every five years the federal 
and provincial governments 
review the CPP and set (raise!) 
contribution rates. This year, 
the nation's finance ministers 
are conspiring to boost the 
rate from 5.6 per cent of em¬ 
ployment earnings to 10 per 
cent, or even higher. That 
translates into a whopping 
$9.8 billion premium hike, or 
$722 per year for the average 
taxpayer and his/her em¬ 
ployer. 

Why? Because the CPP is al¬ 
most bankrupt. The problem is 
it's not really a pension plan at 
all. In "normal" pension plans, 
employer and employee contri¬ 
butions finance pension ben¬ 
efits received by that employee 
in the future. The money is in¬ 
vested to earn competitive, yet 


safe returns over time, grow¬ 
ing into a fund to be drawn 
down upon retirement. Some 
plans define benefit amounts 
payable, and structure contri¬ 
butions accordingly. Others 
simply define contribution lev¬ 
els, and benefit payouts de¬ 
pend on investment perform¬ 
ance. Note that the money paid 
in now is linked to that paid 
out later. 

The CPP, on the other hand, 
operates on a "pay-as-you-go" 
basis. Current year benefits to 
pensioners are paid from cur¬ 
rent year contributions by em¬ 
ployees and employers. There 
is no link between an indi¬ 
vidual's contributions and his/ 
her pension. This "pyramid 
scheme" works just fine if 
there are more dollars flowing 
in than out, but collapses if 
benefits exceed contributions, 
which is quickly becoming the 
case. With an ageing popula¬ 
tion and longer life expectan¬ 
cies, there are more retirees 
and relatively fewer workers. 
A further complication threat¬ 
ening the sustainability of the 
CPP is past benefit 
enrichments, including in¬ 
creasing disability payouts. 

The governments' solution to 
this structural predicament? 
Predictably, rather than face up 
to the fact that the CPP is in¬ 
herently flawed, our elected of¬ 
ficials choose to tinker with it 
(lower benefits) and tax their 
way out in the short term. But, 


in the long term, without fun¬ 
damental change, the CPP will 
not be stable and even more 
premium increases will be in¬ 
evitable. 

That means those just enter¬ 
ing the work force (1) face de¬ 
plorable employment opportu¬ 
nities caused by job-killing high 
taxes, (2) can look forward to 
paying more in taxes than they 
receive in government services 
in order to pay for government 
debt caused by overspending, 
and (3) will also have to pay 
more in CPP premiums for 
fewer benefits! 

Payroll tax hikes and bill¬ 
ing future generations is a dis¬ 
graceful suggestion. Let’s do 
away with the CPP altogether. 
Fulfill promises made to Ca¬ 
nadians relying on it by pay¬ 
ing their benefits, over time, 
from federal government rev¬ 
enues, freed up by cutting 
wasteful spending on business 
subsidies and special interest 
funding. Let's replace it with 
a Mandatory Retirement Sav¬ 
ings Plan, under which every¬ 
one would continue to have 
contributions deducted, but 
the cash would go into indi¬ 
vidual, privately managed ac¬ 
counts. No more unfunded li¬ 
abilities, and probably a bet¬ 
ter return on investment to 
boot. 

Call your local politician 
with your choice higher taxes 
for a flawed system or a differ¬ 
ent one with better returns.

Council used sound judgement

ing the article put forth by Mr. 
Harry Penner, pertaining to the 
costs associated with the new 
waterslide. At first glance, fig¬ 
ures appear alarming, until one 
reads the entire article. It is the 
opinion of this reader and many 
others, Mayor and Members of 
Council are to be commended for 
exercising budgetary restraints 
as well as prioritizing expendi¬ 
tures. 

After all the waterslide con¬ 
cept, born several years ago stead¬ 
ily inches forward, the project it¬ 
self is labour intensive, fund rais¬ 
ing strategies continue as one 
would expect, the reality is real 
and near completion. One does 


not interject three quarters into 
a project but rather from the on¬ 
set. 

Council did not permanently 
reject or postpone the purchase 
of a new $150,000 fire unit, sim¬ 
ply, it would not be economically 
viable at this time. So to infer we 
are in some kind of jeopardy be¬ 
cause someone used sound judge¬ 
ment is just not fair. True the 
unit to be replaced is almost 20 
years old, however it has very low 
mileage and is in extremely good 
overall condition. With a few dol¬ 
lars invested in this existing unit 
will continue to be a reliable piece 
of firefighting equipment for 
many years to come, if necessary. 

With reduced grants available, 
downsizing and a some what bleak 


economic forecast for all 
Albertans, what other decision 
could a reasonable man expect 
our own council to make? Should 
the economic picture become 
brighter, I am confident council 
will not oppose replacement of 
viable capital expenditures. 

Bottom line, we elected mayor 
and council, and now, more than 
ever, they are faced with some 
very difficult economic decisions, 
where sometimes hard lines will 
have to be drawn in the sand. 
Council does not always like all 
the decisions they are called upon 
to make, but, are inclined to ac¬ 
cept in the interest to all.

CWB - a gang of "chirpy technocrats' 


Dear Editor: 

I was shocked but not surprised 
by Agriculture Canada's recent 
background paper on dual mar¬ 
keting. It appears that any and 
all notions of impartiality and 
objectivity are to be thrown out 
by the federal government when 
it comes to the future of the CWB. 
All that seems to matter is pro¬ 
tecting the comforts of a gang of 
chirpy technocrats. 

The paper bemoans the fact 
that the CWB would be "dimin¬ 
ished" by dual marketing. What 
would be diminished would be 
the Board's powers as a monopoly 
buyer of grain. The result would 
be a CWB that would actually 
have to compete for grain sup¬ 
plies instead of relying on the 
coercive powers of the state to 
deliver it to them on demand. 

Would the CWB be unable to 
exist in a dual market because it 
doesn't actually own any eleva¬ 
tors or terminals? Did the idea of 


contracting out these services 
occur to the report's authors, or 
did they not raise the issue fur¬ 
ther because the answer would 
be so blatantly obvious? 

Would a dual market mean 
that the CWB would be unable to 
find sufficient supplies in times 
of high U.S. spot prices and face a 
deluge in times of low U.S. spot 
prices? Only if the CWB were run 
by a bunch of congenital defects. 
Obviously, farmers would not be 
able to literally jump in and out of 
the pool at their leisure. They 
would have to contract with the 
CWB for a certain portion of their 
crop. The amount of that con¬ 
tract would be determined by the 
CWB's initial price offering, and 
in turn by its reputation as a 
competent seller of grain. The 
major difference would be that 
the CWB would have to earn that 
reputation and the trust of farm¬ 
ers. It is about time that the Board 
and its bosses started earning that

6 eggs 3 Tbsp.Parsley 

1. Prep a 9" X13" pan with canola spray and place 8 slices of bread on 
the bottom of the pan. 

2. Arrange tomato slices, onion rings, and green chilies over the bread. 

3. Sprinkle 2/3 of the cheese over all and top with the remaining 
bread slices. 

4. Beat eggs, milk, and seasonings/ pour over bread. (if more liquid is 
needed for it to reach top of pan, add the mixture of 1 egg and 1/2 c. milk) 

5. Sprinkle remaining cheese, with parsley, over the top and cover 
with foil/refrigerate overnight. 

6. The next day, remove dish 1 hour before baking - makes the re¬ 
sults fluffier. 

7. Preheat oven to 350E 

8. Bake, uncovered, for 1 to 11/2 hours or until knife inserted in the 
center comes out clean. Let stand for 5 min. before cutting. 

****Serves 8 with Salsa and com muffins.

Silver spoons, silver tea 
services, silver jewellery -- 
they are each as beautiful as 
any object made of other pre¬ 
cious metals like gold or plati¬ 
num, with one draw 
back...silver is the only pre¬ 
cious metal that tarnishes. A 
new display from the Glenbow 
Museum in Calgary explores 
methods for cleaning, storing 
and preserving silver, many of 
which you can use at home. 
"Preserving the Shine" also 
examines the range of prob¬ 
lems museum conservators 
face in preserving silver arti¬ 
facts in their collections. "Pre¬ 
serving the Shine" will be on 
display from November 14, 
1996 through January 1997. 

The key to proper care for 
any item made of silver is to 
determine the type of silver 
used in the object. "Preserv¬ 
ing the Shine" discusses the 
differences between sterling 
silver, silver plating, and elec¬ 
troplated nickle silver, provid¬ 
ing such examples of each as a 
grooming kit with sterling sil¬ 
ver handles and steel blades, a 


silver plated cream and sugar 
set, a cutlery set, and a tro¬ 
phy. 

"Preserving the Shine in¬ 
cludes information on com¬ 
mercial cleaners as well as sug¬ 
gestions for storing and pro¬ 
tecting silver. 

This case is part of 
Glenbow's Rural Loans Pro¬ 
gram, which extends museum 
access to outlying Alberta com¬ 
munities. Small exhibitions 
are circulated on a three- 
month rotating schedule, to 
areas which do not have the 
facilities to house a large dis¬ 
play. 

Glenbow's Rural Loans Pro¬ 
gram is generously sponsored 
by Chevron Canada Re¬ 
sources. 

The museum is open 1 - 4 
p.m. on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays.

Who you gonna call? 

An injured owl swivels its head in your direction as you approach. It’s apparent the bird is experiencing 
difficulty, and in frigid wintry temperatures, it may well succumb to the elements if it is not cared for. You 
can’t just leave it there- but who can you contact to pick up the injured creature and transport it to a safe 
haven? You can call the Rockyview Wildlife Centre to summon a driver for the applicable area, or, in Didsbury, 
you can call Ashley Stewart direct at 335-4218. Stewart has been trained to safely handle just such situations. 
He is one of over 30 volunteer drivers stationed within the Rockyview Wildlife Recovery Centre boundaries 
which range from Okotoks to Drumheller, to Canmore and Didsbury. Stewart was drawn to the work because, 
as he said, “I enjoy exercising and working with animals. It’s not always fun- there are a lot of cages to clean, 
but it’s worth it to see them return to the wild.” Upon graduation in 1997, Stewart plans to enter into full 
time studies at Lakeland college so he may pursue his interest full time after graduation. Wildlife Centre 
Program Director Diane Rowell said Stewart is well suited to the field. “It’s unusual to see that kind of 
dedication and interest in a teenager,” Rowell said. “Here’s a kid that gives up his weekends and evenings to 
come out to work with the wildlife when other kids are out there partying. Not that he doesn’t like to party! 
But he never, ever complains, he does everything asked of him- he’s done a lot of construction here as well, 
mood.

“Conflict is 
not necessarily good’ or ‘bad’, Belanger said to the students at the production’s 
conclusion. “What’s important is how you deal with it.” Dovetailing effectively with 
the play is a new addition to the Second Step program already in place and utilized 
by Ross Ford Elementary students and staff. A family guide available for home use 
has been acquired. Lough will set up individual or group meetings to walk parents 
through the guide, or it may be lent out to parents for home use. The guide offers 
effective means to deal with the issues of empathy, impulse control and anger man¬ 
agement at levels aimed at specific maturity stages. The program itself is now into 
its third year of application at Ross Ford and Lough said teachers report that stu¬ 
dents are making use of the techniques they have learned from the program in 
‘real life’ playground and classroom conflicts. Interested parents are invited to con¬ 
tact Lough for further information.

Currently Taylor is attempting to 
wrap up information collection from 
businesses based within Didsbury 
town limits. 

A streamlined questionnaire is 
about to be delivered to all rural 
routes, and those with businesses or 
services they wish to have included 
on the data base should complete the 
forms promptly and return them to 
Taylor. 

Netway spokesman Bob Gardiner 
said the data collected and entered 
on the system would serve a variety 
of the interests valuable to both those 
marketing local goods and those in 
the market for good and services. 

“The neat part of this program is 
that you can search the data base 
and find out what’s available. If you 
normally bought from the United 
States or Ontario, you will now have 
the option of searching out local prod¬ 
ucts and services. Also, outsiders from 
around the world will be able to seek 
out information from us." 

Some questions from the floor 
remained unanswered. It is not 
clear who will maintain the sys¬ 
tem, who will have the capability 
of accessing the information or 
how often it will be updated. 

Gardiner said the system was as 
good as what was put into it and 
suggested that enhancements such 
as entertainment and local activities 


would keep area residents up to date 
and add to the appeal of businesses 
and individuals considering Dids¬ 
bury and area as a possible reloca¬ 
tion site. 

Gail Baron, manager of The Cen¬ 
tre For Business Development based 
in Red Deer agreed that promotion 
of businesses over the internet was 
beaming increasingly viable and ad¬ 
vantageous. 

Baron explained the mandate of 
her business was to assist high risk 
business ventures in their initial 
stages. 

Started in 1987, the federally fi¬ 
nanced operation currently has 1.6 
million dollars “on the books” with 
$900,000 in funds available for lend¬ 
ing.

Advances available for unlhreshed 


Ralph Goodale, Minister of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, announced Monday 
that farmers unable to har¬ 
vest their crops this fall will 
have access to cash advances 
for unthreshed grain and the 
drying of damp or tough grain 


through the Prairie Grain Ad¬ 
vance Payment Act (PGAPA). 

The most affected areas in¬ 
clude a large portion of cen¬ 
tral and northern Alberta, in¬ 
cluding the southern half of 
the Peace River district. 

The PGAPA provides for 


emergency advance payments, 
to a maximum of $15,000, for 
unthreshed grain where there 
is evidence of large quantities 
of unthreshed grain due to 
unusual weather conditions. 
Emergency advance payments, 
to a maximum of $3,000 to 


enable producers of grain to 
finance the drying of damp or 
tough grain, are also provided 
through the PGAPA. 

All cash advances under the 
program are repaid by farm¬ 
ers from later grain deliver¬ 
ies.

In most years, cash ad¬ 
vances are only issued to farm¬ 
ers based on grain storage. 

Mr. Goodale has authorized 
the Canadian Wheat Board, 
which administers the 
PGAPA, to make the advances 
available.

The demands placed on the 
performance horse also means 
discipline specific problems can 
present themselves. 

"Whether you're training or 
competing in long distance, dres¬ 
sage, hunter, trail riding or en¬ 
durance, it is beneficial to know 
how these activities can affect 
your horse,” says Les Burwash, 
manager of equine programs with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. "Many eques¬ 
trian competitors have questions 
on metabolic stresses that can 
show up in the performance horse. 
One of the sessions featured at 
the upcoming Horse Breeders and 
Owners Conference is designed 
to provide information and in¬ 
sight on this subject."

home and school, many of us are 
unsure about how to be more 
meaningfully involved in our 
child's schooling. 

Considering the schedules of 
many families, Germain realized 
many family members lead busy 
and separate lives: "Parents want 
to participate in their child's edu¬ 
cation but often don’t know what 
to do other than regularly attend 
parent/teacher meetings and 
help with homework." Many 
parents believe the only way 
to be more involved is to vol¬ 
unteer at the school or sit on 
parent councils. These are of¬ 
ten not convenient options for 
people whose work and family 
demands already fill the day. 
"As a result," says Germain, 
"many working parents claim 
they are out of touch with 
what's happening in their 
child's school." 

Tips on how to become an 


Rural schools often don't have 
many parent volunteers because 
parents live far from the school. 
But at one rural school, parents 
help by creating displays and re¬ 
sources at home. Other parents 
pitch in by doing markings in the 
evenings. The children in these 
classes see their parents’ involve¬ 
ment in their education every day. 

2. Don't wait until a parent/ 
teacher meeting is called to let 
the school know about significant 
events in your child's life. Most 
teachers appreciate knowing in 
advance about something that 
might adversely affect your child’s 
attention in school. And don't for¬ 
get the significant happy events 
too, especially if your child is shy. 
A well-informed teacher can put 
your child in the spotlight for a 
moment and provide a lift for the 
rest of the day. However, remem¬ 
ber to strike a balance between 
keeping the school informed and 


these principles! But allowing 
your child to suffer the conse¬ 
quences will teach him or her to 
remember. There's no need to res¬ 
cue your kids from any situation 
that's not harmful. 

After forgetting his or her 
backpack once or twice, he or she 
will soon learn to be more respon¬ 
sible after missing lunch or a field 
trip. It's helpful to let teachers 
know when carrying out this 
strategy so they can support your 
efforts. 

4. Don't underestimate the 
value of being a role model for 
education. For example, if you 
take a night class, tell your kids 
about the course and occasionally 
ask them to help you with your 
homework. In this way, you show 
them how much you value educa¬ 
tion. 

Germain developed and 
teaches a course called Parenting 
for Education. 


Larry Maguire, President of 
the Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association, challenged 
Federal Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Minister Ralph Goodale to 
let farmers decide whether dual 
marketing is a viable concept. 

Maguire called on the Minis¬ 
ter to include a dual market op¬ 
tion in the upcoming vote on bar¬ 
ley marketing rather than the 
extreme position he seems to be 
suggesting. 

"If the Minister is so sure that 
giving us a choice on how we sell 
our own grain is unworkable, then 
let those opposed to dual market¬ 
ing put that position before farm¬ 
ers in the campaign leading up to 
the vote," says Maguire. "We're 
prepared to put forward our case 
for a dual market and be judged 
on it." 


Maguire says it appears the 
Minister is spooked by his own 
polling which shows a majority of 
farmers support the option to 
market certain grains outside the 
Canadian Wheat Board, as pro¬ 
posed by his hand-picked West¬ 
ern Grain Marketing Panel. The 
Angus Reid survey showed 55 per 
cent of farmers favored a dual 
market for domestic feed barley, 
with 53 per cent support for un¬ 
registered wheat varieties and 70 
per cent for organic wheat. 

Two-thirds of Alberta farmers 
endorsed dual marketing of wheat 
and barley in a provincial plebi¬ 
scite. (Alberta produces over half 
the barley in Canada.) 

"It appears the Minister doesn't 
like the answer, so he's decided to 
change the question," says 
Maguire.
